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Nader draws 3,000 here, says, ‘no energy crisis’

"I don't think there is an en- 
ergy crisis--except for the con- 
sumer,” commented Ralph Nader to 
an audience of almost 3,000 on his 
visit to Hartnell two»weeks ago. 

The audience had to wait for an 
hour and 40 minutes from the 
speaker's scheduled time, but only 
about 300 left and received a $1 
refund. 

The consumer advocate then went 
on to attack the big oil com- 
panies, stating that they are 
using the energy crisis to boost 
their own profits. Nader also 
pointed out that the big oil com- 
panies should be divided up so 
they wouldn't have so much control 
over all the oil in this country. 

The guest speaker mentioned 
that sky scrapers in the big ci- 
ties are great wasters of energy. 
"Just by controlling waste, we

could walk our way out of the en- 
ergy shortage." 

The Washington lawyer estimated 
that if the United States could 
stop wasting energy, that would 
conserve enough oil to burn for 
the next 35 years. He ‘also com- 
mented that the Wall Street Jour- 
nal's estimate of 273 billion bar- 
rels in our oil reserve was more 
accurate than the oil companies' 
estimate of 36 billion barrels in 
reserve. 


Warns against nuclear power 


Another disturbing thing that 
the consumer activitist discussed 
in great detail was the growth of 
nuclear energy--particularly the 
building of numerous power plants. 

According to Nader, too many 
of these nuclear power plants lo- 
cated in the wrong places could 
cause a catastrophe. The Asso- 
ciated Student Body sponsored 
speaker added that many of the 
scientists that have these power 
centers designed near earth quake 
faults act out of blind faith 
that nothing will go wrong. Since 
the first power plants were built, 
he said the insurance companies 
have not wanted anything to do 
with them. As a result, the tax- 
payer pays 90 percent of the in- 
surance bill on power plants. 
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Nader was very critical of 
federal government's policies 


the energy situation. ''There is 
no federal government policy, it 


is the oil companies’ policy with 
a few Washington wrinkles thrown 
ins? 

The speaker also pointed out, 
when questioned afterwards, that 
President Nixon would definitely 
be doing the country a favor by 
resigning right now. 


Drew audience from afar 


Another interesting topic of 
the evening aside from the guest 
speaker being late (because of a 
missed plane) was how far people 
had come to hear him speak and 
why they wanted to hear him. 

The distance audience members 
came ranged anywhere from two 
blocks away to all the way from 
Santa Barbara. The most common 
reason that those that were ques— 
tioned gave for coming was that 
they either wanted to hecome 
better informed about the energy 
crisis or they just wanted to hear 
what Nader had to say in general. 

The guest speaker closed his 
talk by urging all people to 
become more involved in what's 
going on ing the country-- 
particularly the young. 


Nader then pointed out that 
400,000 students, to a private 
interest research group in San 
Diego, donated $4 to $5 a piece 
for research into the energy cri- 
sis. "If so much man power 
can produce such good results, 
what could a little more effort 
do?" he asked hopefully.
